describe it. Shadowy, lurid, silent, grand, 
awful, desolate, fanfWtie, it possesses the 
imagination, and the adventurer

whether he is still in the body, a creature of 
senses and iiisiincts.or a being as unsubstan- 
tial and strange and dreary,«» the phantas- 
magoria by which he is surrounded. If it 
were not for the occasional gjcoup of firemen 
directing a stream of water oil some flame 
that the wind is fanning to comparative vio- 
lence ot passion, and the half dozen explo- 
rers like himself whom he meets, and who 
stare at hlui Ln a wondering way, as if hi« 
appearance, in such a place and not theirs 
was the questionable thing, one might well 
suppose he had left the abodes of men and 
fallen upon the chaotic surface of another 
planet whoso fires had been but incomplete- 
ly quenched.

, two disagreeable facts before us, it becomes

i good butter and cheese iu this climate thim 


f in tho milder one of the British Isles. A train. 


i the iood of dairy cows with us for thegreut- 
| cr part of the year has to be artificial. Thai 


i-«, dairy cow-* require to b« hand-fed fur 


I more than six months of the year; yet many 


j small farmers never hand-feed their cows at 
1 all. unless we call hand-feeding permission 
to run in a barnyard and struggle with one 
another for a mouthful of bad hay and a 
crunch or two of musiy corn-stalks.

•iiiccoft-sful in duiry farming requires exces- 
sive neatness and unwearying care, both in 
the manipulation of the milk and the feed- 


, iug and ho»Mn£ of the cows. 


For small farmers, be they wealthy ama- 


teur* or working men, tho iirst step to suc- 
cess is a clean, well ventilated oow house— 
a shed will not be sullicieut: nest, a dairy 
houe*' where tlu> temperature can bo kept 
uniform during the your; after these, con- 
venient dairy utensils.—not elaborate patent 


, machines, but well uiudu, simply couatrurt- 


i eil articles that admit of being kept clean, 
and strong enough 
t<> bear the wear and 


. tear of daily use. 
These having been pro- 


vided, the next consideration i.s the breed of 
cattle. Wealthy inrn outfit to own nothing 
save clean-bred cattle, and they m»y safely 
allow fancy to dictate between the rival 
merits of th« Channel Island cattle and the 
two varie jies of the Ayrshire, or the clean- 
bred Kerry cow. These various families are 
all noted milkers and 
lirst-class butter 


makers. Tlie working farmer can raix-ly 
purchase clean-bred cows, but at least he 


i can obtain grades, and grades of the above 
named animals are the bost for him, as by 
having such, end then using clean-bred 
bulls, he can obtain gradually and inexpcn- 


' sively a uice herd of high-bred cows. 
| To'the small larmer we -would aay. avoid 


i crosses. There U too much, risk in them. 
The third consideration is feed, it' it pays 
the largi* farmer to <i!'ow given crops and 
roots I'or his .stock on a l,irs»e »eule, it will 
pay tho small farmer .still better.

Brewer's grains, corn iu meal or ou tho cob, 
alopa of any kind, and all auch rubbish 


j should be carefully kept away from duiry 
' eowa. The hcrdman's object should be to 
1 have Ids cows strong and thrifty, neither 
' lean nor fat. Food containing much sac- 
charine matter is too fattening, therefore it 
should be sparingly uaed, and vegetable 
matter conducive to a heavy flow of milk 
given more freely 
Among the roots best 


1 adapted for the winter keep of dairy eows 
1 are beets, mangle wurtzel and aomo varieties 


or* the turnip. Kuta bagas, when, fed in 
quantity, impart a most unpleasant flavor to 


1 both inilk and butter ; therefore only a few 
should be given, mixed with other roots. 
No more than one-fourth of tlie daily ration 
can with safety bo composed of ruta bag as, 
and even then"they should not be fed con- 
secutively to an entire herd. 


Fiimllv. the question of water is most vi- 


tal to the success ot' the dairyman. Cows 
require fresh spring water, free from impur- 
ities aud agreeably coo! but not cold. Milk 
vessels aud ail dairy uieiisils should be 
cleansed in perfectly pure water, iirst cold, 
tbeii scalding hot. "One draught of impure 
water will spoil a cow's milk for days, as 
will one draught of cold water check the 
flow of milk for several hours: especially m 
the case of fresh cows, to drink cold water 
i.s dangerous. It predisposes to febrile and 
inflammatory action the whole of the ftui 
nuil system as well as the lacteal organs. 
Tn poVtnit cows to wade in muddy or impure 
water ii injurious to their milk. Independ- 
ent of the'tilth that mav adhere to the ud- 
der, 
the foul ^a«aoa evolved are dangerous 


to tho health of the animal and poisonous 
to the milk. If our dairvmon arc to be suc- 
cessful in the foreign markets, they must 
raise the quality of thoir produce. *To ex- 
port cheese to fatten English hotr,s, cannot 
po-saibly be remunerative', m-itlnVia it cred- 
itable to tlie status of the American farmer.
